FIX INSURANCE 
PREMIUMS FOR 
MEN IN SERVICE 


New. York, April 28.—[{Special.)—After 
two conferences between representatives 
of ten insurance companies and a com- 
mittee on uniform war servicé regula- 
tions of the national convention of in- 
surance commissioners, these recom- 
mendations were agreed on today, to be 
urged for adpotion on every life insur- 
ance company and commissioner in the 
country: 

First—The military clause shall cover 
the entire period of military or naval 
service, in time of war, if commenced 
within five years of the register date. 
Second—The extra premium charged 
for the present shall be at the rate of 
mot less than $37.50 per annum per 
thousand of insurance. . 

Third—In the event of death during 
service or within six months after 
termination thereof, the Hability of the 
company shall, unless all required extra 
premiums have been paid, be limited 
to an amount not exeeeding the total

Fourth—The dase shall require pay- 
ment of extra premium within thirty- 
one days after entering on service, or,

Fifth—A refund will be made of any 
extra premiums not required.

‘utensils made out of tin cans is common 


and seemingly satisfactory. In the 
echooigirl world there is sometimes ac- 
complished in a small way effects sim- 
ilar to those procured by the poor artists 
in aris, who have often become highly 
Saperior cooks on an inconceivably 
small money allowance. : 
When 8 it buying becomes more 
common with us it will be easier to buy 
the small portion—the single mushroom, 
as in foreign markets; the single onion 
{present prices might bring that about], 
two or three potatoes, a three inch 
square of squash. The seller-wastes no 
paper and string, and, being at mo ex- 
pense for delivery, is,“in some localities, 
even today, more willing to accommo- 
date in this way than most people be- 


lieve. I often buy one or two tomatoes, 
a stalk of celery, one artichoke, eto. in 
one of the leading groceries. 3 

A daiaty and rather inspiring economy 
can only be mastered when one under- 
stands how to procure and utilize to 
advantage the small: portion. The whole 
essence of the art of weasoning meats, 
and even vegetables and eggs, depends 
on knowing Now to use one onion, or 
one-fourth of an onion, or even qne slice, 
wrapping the rest in wax paper to pre- 
serve it; of using one clove of garlic, one 
stem of celery, a half inch bit of green 
ginger, etc., or a bit of chives grown in 
a pot.in the kitchen, or some of the 
spring sprouts. 

Equally important is {t to know how tp 
use the teaspoon of granulated tapioca 
or vegetable gelatin, or the tablespoon 
of flour, or cornstarch, or arrowroot, or 
rice flour, in thickening little prepara- 
tions that enhance our dishes in a} sorts 
of ways. Plain pilot bread or any 
cracker, dry and unpalatable, perhaps, 
may be made quite the opposite by dip- 
ping it in a hot sauce made of one table- 
spoon of butter and one of ‘flour, cooked 
together, and then with ong cup of boil- 
ing water. Hot foods are more econom- 
ical for the body than «old ones. They 
conserve heat, which represents body 
work. 

Two cooking m 
great service in ll preparations are 
those of whipp! and whisking. A cup 
of plain sour milk, well whisked. and 
eaten with a HMttle sugar, may be quite 
as agreeable /as a junket. By judicious 
whipping a/ne-half pint bottle of cream

STRANGLED BY RED TAPE.. 

Only a few persons in Chicago yet understand 
the importance of our loéal board of national de- 
fense. Most people will think it a good thing, 
gomethine which will help win the war perhaps, 
but they do not yet suspect that such organiza- 
tion is indispensable to winning the war. 

Popularly we do not understand the significance 
of this movement yet. We-do not understand it 
because the popular idea of creating an army does 
not yet go one thought beyond getting men. Sign 
up a million or so men, the notion is, and our 
troubles will be over. We are defended. That is 
as far as popular thoyght has gone. | 

What is going to become of these men who have} 
gigned up in one way or another has not yet con- 
cerned us. We take it for granted that some sort 
ef aystem will transform civilians in civilian clothes 
into soldiers with soldiers’ clothes. From some- 
where in the United States are going to come 
Plankets to cover the soldiers and food for them 
to eat. 

That is what the English public thought the first 
months of the war. The government called for 
_ men. The men went, taking it for granted that the 
" army officials would be able to take care of them 
and make them into soldiers capable of _—— the 
Germans out of France. 

The first check to their enthusiasm was the dis- 
covery that they must wait in line for hours and 
hours because the recruiting formalities, adjusted 
to peace time, could not be gone through fast 
enough. Those who got in found that there was no 
place to put them. There were no uniforms to put | 
them into. There were no blankets to keep them 
Warm, and there were no cooks who could make 
the army ration into presentable meals. 

When they finally got to France they found that 
they were being defeated and slaughtered because 


they did not have enough ammunition nor enough] | 


equipment of any sort. When Lord Northcliffe told 
the English public what was happening to their 
sons in France the people would not believe him 
at first. They wanted to hang him. Now they 
think of him as a savior of their sons. 

_ This entire process is going to be repeated in the 
United States. It is happening now. Men of the 
Sixth Hlinois infantry, called out for guard service, 
shivered for days and. then many of them came 
down with pneumonia. One died. . 

Some one did not know how to make out the 
proper sort of blanks. Or there were no _— at 
hand. 

Blanks to a supply officer are more impurtant in 
the eye of our army system than blankets to sol- 
diers. Absence of blanks means absence of 
blankets. Absence of blanks will mean absence of 
ammunition and absence of food. 

@he American army has a system of supply. So 
Nad the English army. It works fairly well in 
peace times, and so did the English system work in 
peace time. The Britishers tried desperately to

Many families may help by turning 
the back yard or a vacant lot into a produce gar- 
den, | 

Money will be needed. Food may be wanted. 
The Germans have turned in their jewelry. They 
have turned in their copper kettles-and ripped off 
their copper roofs. They do without fats and 
sugar. They are without coffee. The French are 
Ferithout coal. The English are on meatless days 
and without vegetables. 

Production here must be stimulated and waste 
avoided. The family that ¢ontinues to live as it 
did when no danger threatened is hurting the 
nation and the prospects of the allies. They are 


‘our allies now and they are watering for the lack 


of things which we waste. 

The great war loans which are to be offered 
need your money. The great food supply which 
fs to be replenished needs your help. War is not 
selective. It is universal. It will touch or ought 
to touch every American family. It ought to reach 
every American conscience. It ought to stimulate 
every American to effort and self-sacrifice. 

To some Aniericans it will be given to help only | 
by close regulation of their personal habits and by 
establishing a new regimen of life. : 

That is the smallest sacrifice which can be asked 
of an American when his nation goes to war. 
Thrift is the smallest service which can be de- 


j}manded. It is a service which every American 
can give and give now. ; 


GERMAN MUSIC, 
An unpleasant expression of hysteria is the sug- 
gestion: that German music be blacklisted. We 
assume that this logic would cover all things Ger- 
man—German literature, German science, German 
medicine, German food, German customs—the 
Christmas tree, for example. 

Pacifists might well cite: this as one of the 
idiocies of war. We have an issue with the Ger- 
man government. We think the German state is 
a menace to our safety or its policy to our inter- 
ests. We think it has injured us... Therefore we 
are to penalize ourselves by refusing to take ad- 


| vantage of the vast wealth of thought and feeling 


and beauty the genius of a race has produced. 
We disapprove of the kaiser and! his projects. 
Therefore we punish him by snubbing Beethoven. 
We do not like Von Tirpitz. Therefore we refuse 
to listen to Bach, to read Goethe and Heine. 

The president has said that we war upon the 
government and policies of Germany, not upon the 
German people. He then expressed the spirit of 
the American people with few exceptions. If we 


make it work in war ‘ime. All it did was work. yretain possession of our common sense we shall 


hardship. 

Army officials are attempting, like the British, 
Gesperately, to supply the new army in the old 
Way. They are assigning. officers to the job of buy- 
ing supplies. — . 

They do not teach army officers the dry. goods 
business at West Roint. They do not teach them 
Very much besides the business of soldiering. That 
8 Quite enough for any man to learn. But the 
army assigns soldiers to buy aed goods. It assigns 
soldiers to buy food. 

It takes a line officer and puts him to work. learn: 
ing army business methods—which went out of 
Gate long before the cavalry charge—and then it 
expects him to apply his ‘army business knowledge 
to American business conditions. And the two 
methods are not even fourth cousins. 

It is a silly arrangement. It is worse than silly; 
it is criminally stupid. But we must not imagine 
for an instant that the army supply departments 
will see it that way. ‘It will take American lives 
to clear the brains of bureaucrats at Washington. 
The Sixth infantry of Illinois was probably not the. 
first to be sacrificed. It won’t be the last. 

Red tape is going to have for this country a new. 
and terrible significance. It is going to be colored 
with good American blood. It is going to mean 
to us wasted lives and widows.

Few people are aware that some sixty years 
ago there were three or four old wooden warships 


as to excite popular ridicule and were, eventually 
abolished as calculated to arouse the contempt 
rather than the respect of foreign nations. 

The late King Leopold, during the last decade 
of his reign, becgme imbued with a feeling as to 
the necessity of Belgium having a navy. As soon 
as he had made up his mind to convert the Congo 
Free State, of which he was the sovereign, into 
a Belgian colony, he inaugurated a movement to 
revive the existence of the Belgian fleet on the 
ground that the possesssion of great and rich 
oversea dependencies required warships in order 
to safeguard the lines of communication between 
the colonies and their mother country. Moreover, 
Belgium had at that time in Antwerp the great- 
est and busiest of all the commercial seaports of 
continental Europe, as well as a mercantile ma- 
rine of some hundred oceangoing steamships that 
also stood in need of armed oe in the 
event of danger. 


King Leopold was, however, not popular with 
his subjects and his mismanagement of the Congo 
Free State had become to such an extent a scandal 
of international proportions that his people were 
sick and tired of his entire African enterprise, 
resented his connection therewith, and were ex- 
ceedingly averse to taking it over from him as a 
colony on any terms,

the creation of a national navy met with a very 
scanty and discouraging response. Instead of 
enough money being collected to endow the na- 
tion with a squadron of modern warships, the 
amount received Was so small that it merely guf- 


| ficed for the purchase of a four-mast¢d barque, 


which was presented to the government for use 
as a school ship, on which the future officers and 
sailors of the projected Belgian navy were to be 
trained. 

King Leopold was at the time very bitter 
against England owing to her repeated expres- 
sions of disapproval of his government of the 
Congo Free State and of his failure to adhere to 
the stipulations of the so-called Congo congress 
of Berlin In 1884. His relations with the kaiser, 
on the other hand, were very intimate indeed, and 
therefore hé engaged the services of several re- 
tired officers of the German navy to act as com- 
manders and instructors of the wenoot ship, which 
he named the Avenir. 

It was these German officers who were in charge 
of the boat when it visited New York some years 
ago with a large party of Belgian pavet cadets 
and young sallorg aboard. 

The outbreak of the war rendered the continu- 
ation of the ship in this capacity impossible. The 
cadets and the sailors were drawn into the Bel- 
gian army, while the invasion of King Albert's 
dominions by the kaiser’s troops naturally in- 
volved the dismissal of the German officers on 
board the Avenir.

You will not know what he means at 
first. Then it will dawn upon you that 
in defending the kultur, traditions, and 
material resources of a country it is 
necessary to reckon with the conserva- 
tion of human beings along with plan- 
ning for shells and food and the raising 
of armies.

So far from seeing a lapse in move- 
ments for conservation of life and’health 
in the war stricken countries, we find 
that they are growing. What was be- 
fore the war a vague impulse felt by 
the few is now a command of govern- 
ment, and, what is more, a broadly rec- 
ognized necessity. In Belgium before 
the war there was but one baby welfare 
station. Last summer there were nearly 
400. And Belgium as a whole has not 
many more people than has one of our 
monster cities. These 400 cities are —_ 
nishing milk for babies. They are te 
ing mothers the importance of b 
feeding. Where the mother would breast 
feed her baby, but is not able to do so 
because she is underfed, they furnish 
food. They help m the care of well 
babies and the nursing of sick ones. 
They teach mothers how to take care of 
babies, as well as help them directly in 
earing for them. In consequence of all 
this, the infant death rate in Belgium 
in 1916 was 8. — 

There are few states in the United 

States that have so low a death rate. 
The Wisconsin Anti-Tuberculosis associ- 
ation says that state has a rate of 81.9; 
Utah, California, Oregon, and Washing- 
ton are also low, but most of the states 
have a baby death rate that is consid- 
erably above that of Belgium. 
_ Poor stricken Belgium has had to 
learn the need of man power and the 
care of babies with them is patriotism 
and religion. They write it as part of 
their duty to their flag; they make it a 
part of their prayers. 3 

We are proud of the baby death rates 
of La Crosse, Salt Lake City, Seattle, 


'-Portland, and Los Angeles. Tney have 


lower rates than Belgium, but then New 
York City, the most successful of large 
Americah cities In controlling sickness 
among babies, has never been able to 
come within ten of the Belgium rate.

What good does it do for a mother to 
know if she must buy cheap, dirty, poor 
milk for her baby? Next winter coal 
will be high. What good does it do for 
-@ mother to‘ know about fresh air when 
she must buy coal By the bucket? An- 
other of the functions of baby week is 
to raise money that babies may have 
clean milk, ice, and coal. 

The principal object of a baby week is 
to interest the commurilty at large in 
babies. Some may become interested in 
the promotion of registration who can- 
not be interested in more personal work. 
Birth registration is far from being sat- 
isfactory. The United States census of- 
fice recognized birth registration in but 
few states—which means that registra- 
tion is not 95 per cent complete in more 
than half a dozen states. There are 
more than six states with good laws, but 
the majority of such states have poor 
administration. For instance, the Illi- 
nois law is approved of by the census 
office, but the administration is so poor 
that the state is not in the registration 
area. In some places the people of this 
group can be interested in better regis- 
tration laws; in others they can be in- 
terested in getting better registration 
officers that there may be better en- 
forcement. 

There are some towns with poor milk 
supplies that can be interested during 
this week in measures for a better milk 
supply.

The woman who takes her baby to a 
modern baby show learns a great deal. 
She gets a chance to compare her baby 
with other babies. She learns some- 
thing about good points in babies. She 
learns that some things that she has 
thought unimportant the people who 
make up score cards think very impor- 
tant, and vice versa. She gets a chance 
to talk with other mothers about baby 
care,. She will talk to the examiners and 
judges. From them she will learn much 
if she goes to the baby show with an 
open mind, and most mothers do. : 

Another advantage from baby week 
is that fathers get interested in and 
learn something about babies. In mest 
foreign families in our cities it is the 
husband and father who decides what 
the baby shall eat and how the baby 
shall be cared for. Although he does 
the deciding he does not know much 
about babies. During baby week the 
husbands and fathers can be expected to 
learn about babies. 

The Wisconsin bulletin advises: “If 


you cannot have a baby week have at} 


least a baby day.” 

The large cities can give a week to the 
babies without exhausting the field or 
going over the same subject twice. If 
a small place had a baby week most of 
the people would be called upon to’ re- 
peat. Some of them would hear on Fri- 
day what they had heard on Monday. 
Villages may not be able to manage 
more than ome afternoon. But every 
community should have some form of 
exercise for which they should call upon 
churches, women’s clubs, boy scouts,
